Cotton News 


Now, finally, we get around to 
cotton. 

It is the one great crop now 
in the national news. Four things | 
are happening to cotton. It is 
moving westward. Domestic con- 
sumption is down. In the South- 
east the number of cotton farms | 
is decreasing. Finally, synthetic | 
fibers, which had 10 per cent of 
the market in 1939, now es | 
for more than 25 per cent 
American consumption. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ben-| 
son is not a popular man. He is 
in this position of low esteem be- | 
cause he has been telling the | 
truth. 

We are paying out $5 billion a| 
year in farm subsidies, about | 
$1,000 for every farm in America. | 
Clearly this is too much. 

But politicians, who must have 
the farmer votes, gleefully go 
after Mr. Benson, who is an inept 
man at getting along with people. 

We are up against a very hu- 
man problem. It is disturbing in 
human terms of displacement, up- 
rooting and so on. Farm popula- 
tion was reduced last year by 
about 1,800,000. Quotas, the soil | 
bank, and allotments all have for 
their purpose the reduction of 
crops. But surpluses still go up. 

The handwriting on the wall is, 
in one respect, very plain. Its 
message is harsh. It is that yet 
another million or so persons are 
going to be forced off the farm. 

The number of farms also will 
steadily decline. These farms are 
inefficient, hopelessly submargin- 
al. They provide a poor living 
for those on them. But they are, 
on the other hand, homes, and 
families live on them.

Professor A. C. Lowell, director of the big Jodrell Bank Radio | 
Astronomy Station, said the rocket carrier swerved considerably | 


closer to earth this evening and was running 26 minutes ahead of 


schedule. 


“It is rapidly approaching the atmosphere,” Lovell said. 
“Unfortunately if it comes into it tonight it will not be visible 


in our atmosphere. 


“‘We have cabled America to take up the watch.” 
The rocket carrier had launched Sputnik I into outer space 
on Oct. 14 and has been curving its orbit around the earth since 


then. 


As the rocket carrier eases downward, the friction caused by 
the earth’s atmosphere is expected to burn it up like a meteor. 

But scientists have said that some fragments of the tough 
rocket cover may come down to earth.

Price Given 7 Years 


On Oil Fraud Charge 


Eldridge S. Price, a 64-year-old Georgia-born Texan who got 


| several Georgians to invest thousands of dollars in oil and uranium 


leases in Texas and Utah, was sentenced to seven years in prison 


in federal court here Friday. 

Price was convicted in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in October on a gov- 
ernment charge that the leases 
were worthless and that Price 
promoted them knowing they 
were. 

U.S. District Judge Frank A. 
Hooper allowed Price to go free 
under a $10,000 appeal bond. 

Price was convicted on all 14 
counts of an indictment charging 
fraud. Judge Hooper sentenced 
him to five years on each of nine 
counts, to run concurrently, and 
to two years on each of five 
counts, also to run concurrently 
to each other but consecutively to 
the sentence on the nine counts. 

Price appeared in court Friday 
looking solemn but showing no ill 
effects from a recent siege of in- 


fluenza. Judge Hooper postponed 
his sentencing earlier this month 
when doctors in Pensacola, Fla., 
said Price was under their care 
for flu. 


He showed no emotion as he was 
sentenced, but his wife, Edith, 
wept. She was indicted with her 
husband, but Judge Hooper freed 
her with a directed verdict of ac- 
quittal during the trial.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
22 (P—The United Nations author- 
ized today the spending of an ad- 
ditional 38% million dollars to 
maintain its Middle East Emer- 
gency Force through 1958. 

By a vote of 51-11 the 82-nation 
General Assembly decided that 
the sum should be paid for on the 
basis of the regular scale of U.N. 
assessments. Nineteen nations ab- 
stained. 

The Soviet bloc, which would 
contribute about 20 per cent of the 
total, announced it would not pay 
anything toward maintenance of 
the deficit-ridden force. 

CANT FORCE PAYMENT 


There is no way for the U.N. 
to compel a country to pay an as- 
sessment. The U.N. can deprive a 
member of its Assembly vote if it 
falls far enough behind in assess- 
ments, but such a penalty was not 
believed likely in this case. 

The vote was on a 21-nation 
resolution supported by the United 
States. The countries in opposition 
included the Soviet bloc, Chile and 
Ecuador. Among the abstainers 
were the Arab countries, some 
Asian and Latin-American nations. 

Soviet Ambassador Arkady A. 
Sobolev denounced the force as 
illegal and said it does not guaran- 
tee peace in the Middle East 


ALL MUST SHARE 
Rep. Carnahan (D-Mo), a mem- 


ber of the U.S. delegation, told the 
Assembly there can be no doubt 
that financial support of UNEF is 
a United Nations responsibility all | 
must share.

Political Irresponsibility 


Charging Lester Maddox, independent 
candidate for mayor, with an “effort to 
stir up unrest and discord,” and with 
showing “an appalling ignorance of local 
government,” members of Atlanta’s in- 
coming Board of Education have acted 
properly and strongly in the public 
interest.

“We have been amazed and are deeply 
concerned at some of the rumors and ac- 
cusations about Atlanta schools which Lester 
Maddox, independent candidate for mayor, 
has made on television, by radio and through 
newspapers. 

“A reckless and irresponsible charge has 
been made by Mr. Maddox that Grady High 
will be turned over to Negro students. 

“Mr. Maddox shows an appalling ignor- 
ance of local government. The changing of 
schools from white to Negro is in the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the Atlanta Board of 
Education, and the mayor has nothing to do 
with it, 

“As members of the 1958 Board of Educa- 
tion and as nominees of the primary, we de- 
plore such reckless statements by a candidate. 

“There is no present or future plan to 
change Grady High or any high school from 
white to Negro. 

“Such statements as that of Mr. Maddox 
serve no good purpose, and we can only as- 
sume that such statements are being made in 
an effort to stir up unrest and create discord.” 


We believe all citizens will be amazed 
and concerned at such political irre- 
sponsibility. Since even a grade school 
student knows better, we can only assume 
the question about the school and an 
equally false suggestion about the parks, 
were broached, as the board says, with the 
purpose of stirring up discord and unrest. 
It was a shocking descent into the worst 
sort of dangerous demagoguery.

There’s all kind of red tape for the 
prospective new voter to wade into. He 
first would make application to register 
with the tax commissioner. After said 
application is mulled over, he would face 
an examination on his qualifications. It 
would be conducted by the full board of 
registrars in his county. And he’d best be 
on his P’s and Q’s, especially if he hap- 
pens to be a person whom some regis- 
trars would like to see fail anyway. 

Also, those unable to read and write 
would, in effect, be barred. There can be 
little quarrel with that provision. To 
achieve that end, the committee hatched 
up a set of questions complicated enough 
to stump a vast majority of sheepskin 
holders along with their wise professors. 

The 30 questions include some real 
dillies, particularly this one: 

“What are the qualifications of repre- 
sentatives in the Georgia House of Repre- 
sentatives?” 

Come to think of it, a good many 
Georgians have pondered that one from 
time to time.

(A “shaped charge” was de- 
fined as one that causes a blast 
to take a desired direction.) 

Many of the pellets presumably 
went out at such an angle that 
they possibly would orbit the 
earth like a satellite while others 
fell downwarc. 

Dubin declined to enlarge on this 
because he said the only evidence 
they had was that two of the pel- 
lets definitely appeared to have 
been fired upward at sufficient 
velocity to become space travelers 
outside the earth's gravity. 


TRACKED BY GLOW 


Dubin said the artificial meteors 
were caught by the tracking cam- 
eras because they glowed due to 
the resistance of the atmosphere 
and the heat of the explosive 
charge. 

The explosion was observed at 
Mt. Palomar about 600 miles 
away and even at that distance 
astronomers said it was brighter 
than any planet or star.

nemesis which gave Red Drew a shove 
fF toward the exit. 


There are no championship chips 
on the line, but this is a vital game 
for Tech and Florida. One section 
of the script has a familiar ring. 
Bob Woodruff’s Gators, boasting a 
 §2 record, are aiming for their fin- 
est season since 1929. A year ago 
the Gators, harboring the same hope, 
frolicked into the Tech fracas with 
a 6-1-1 chart and caught the Jackets 
holding their hottest hand. Tech won, 
“98-0, and Florida then bowed to Miami. 


There is no comparison however, between Tech’s Gator Bowl 
team and the sophomore-studded outfit which brings a 4-3-1 
. mark into this game. This has been a puzzling Tech crew, a 
‘team which has run the gamut from greatness against Duke 

« to mediocrity against LSU, Tulane and Alabama. 


- (Certainly no one can call Bobby Dodd lucky this season. The 
Jackets, riddled by injuries, haven't received the so-called breaks. 
The ball hasn't bounced right for Tech. 

Yet, the Jackets can achieve a successful campaign by beating 
Florida and Georgia. Triumphs in the two remaining games 
would provide Tech with a 6-3-1 record, and a long-shot chance 
of keeping intact its bowl streak. The Gator Bowl hasn’t de- 
ciared the Jackets out of the muddled picture. 


—A Bright Afternoon for Sunshine State 


In the friendly environs of Grant Field, Tech has been a ter- 
rific defensive: unit. Kentucky, SMU, Auburn and Duke knocked 
on the goal line and failed to get in. Auburn’s field goal is the 
only blot on the home card. On the road, only Alabama failed to 
score twice against the same line. 

Since Duke was overrated, Florida shapes up as Tech's tough- 
est opponent since Auburn. The Gators operate one of the best 
offensive machines in the SEC. Tech will be Florida's seventh 
straight league foe, and only Auburn blanked the Gators. They've 
reeled off two or more touchdowns in other encounters. 

They have one of the nation’s finest halfbacks in Jimmy 
Rountree. Bernie Parrish, a home-grown product, stole the 
spotlight last week with two long-scoring jaunts in the 14-7 
squeeze past Vandy. Ed Sears is a hard-hitting fullback, and 
dandy little Jimmy Dunn is a top-drawer quarterback. 

Anchored by ends Don Fleming and Dan Pelham and tackle 
Charlie Mitchell, Florida fields a line capable of competing with 


best. 

Tech holds a lop-sided 20-54 advantage in the series. Since 
Dodd took command at the Flats, Florida has won only once in 
nine outings. Woodruff's 1954 edition trimmed his old boss, 13-12. 

Professional oddsmakers have been baffled by this one. They 
established Tech a three-point favorite early in the week, but 
the margin had dipped to a point in some quarters Friday. 

Dodd has insisted all week that Tech doesn’t deserve the 
favorite’s cloak. He has the utmost respect for this Florida eleven. 
‘Nothing short of an effort such as the Jackets gave against Duke 
will upend the Gators. 

Perhaps Tech, which wasn’t too sharp against Tennessee and 

‘sluggish against Alabama, will play back to the Duke game. I 
don’t think the Jackets will. Furthermore, I think Florida is 
tougher than Duke, so here’s a ballot for the Gators by a 147 
margin. 


—Riding a Longshot in the Blue Grass 


In Lexington, Kentucky will attempt to wipe out the bitter mem- 

“ory of perhaps its most disappointing season in one afternoon. 

“routed as a dark-horse title contender at the gate, the Wildcats 
are limping to the wire with a 2-7 record. The lonesome tri-

Kentucky has lost eight straight conference decisions in two 
seasons. The Wildcats haven't won within the league since beating

Pay Drops 


Southern farmers are spending less than rural fam- 
{lies in other sections, an Agriculture Department survey 
showed Friday. And Georgia farm income has shown 
a drop in the past nine months. 


The picture was not as dis- | 
mal as it first appears, how- 
ever, as the survey also shows 
that relatively greater improve- 
ment was made in the South | 
than in other regions. 


“Greatest gains percentagewise | 
for the South were in expendi- 
tures for housing and medical 
care,” the department reported. 

“Southern farm families in- 
creased their spending for cur- 
rent consumption relatively more | 
than farm families in the North 
Central region (‘upper middle 
during the period 1945 to 


west), 
1955. 


“In 1955 the total family living 
expenditure of the average farm- 
operator family in the South 
amounted to 84 per cent of that 
of the average family in the 
North Central region. This com- 
pared to 69 per cent in 1945.” 

The cash income of Georgia 
farmers dropped in the first nine 
months of 1957 from the com- 
parative figure for 1956. 

While farm income was up) 
slightly for the nation as a whole, | 
an Agriculture Department re- 
port showed that cash receipts 
of Georgia farmers showed a 
slight decline—from $464,607,000 
last year to $453,198,000 this year. 

The biggest drop was in the 
cash return from crops. In the 
nine month period of 1956 crops 
brought in $226,848,000. This de- 
clined to $198,785,000 so far this | 
year. 

Livestock and livestock products 
made up part of the loss as they 
brought in $254,413,000 this year 

Most of the Southeastern states 
showed a decline in farm income. | 
Florida dropped from $519,622,000 | 
to $485,799,000, South Carolina | 
from $266,934,000 to $234,597,000, | 
Alabama from  $282,490,000 to | 
$262,844,000, and Mississippi from | 
$328,340,000 to $239,249,000. | 

The survey showed that farm 
families are spending more like 
city families now than in 1941. | 
Total spending of the average | 
farm family for current consump- 
tion amounts to about half of the | 


| 


expenditure of the average city | 
family. In 1941 it was only 30 | 
per cent. 

“Increased expenditures for 


family living were reflected in 
increased proportion of farm-op- 
erator families with automobiles | 
and such household facilities as 
running water, mechanical refrig- 
erators and telephones,’ the de- 
partment said. 

A survey made in 1955 and just 
released by the department shows | 
these annual consumption ex- 
penditures for farm families by | 
regions: 

Pacific $4,388, Mountain $3,601, 
Northeast $4,452, East North-cen- 
tral $3,193, West South-central 
$2,866, West North-central $2,757, 
South Atlantic $2,515, and East 
South-central $2,358.

Neglect Science Teaching 


Russia’s Sputnik success and the 
United States" seeming failure in 
the satellite field are directly re- 
lated to the educational system 
of the two countries, Georgia 
students charge.

We, as students, are 
faced with the problem. of 
choosing the subjects to prepare 
us for our professions. In most 
schools, advanced scientific 
courses are offered to students. 
The fault that there aren't 
enough scientifically-minded 
Americans lies in the decisions 
of curriculum for a _ student 
made by him and his parents.

ence. There are sufficient 
courses and supplies available 
in Georgia schools for those in- 
clined toward science. 

If those people who think our 
schools are failing in their jobs 
would concern themselves with 
science, there would be enough 


participation to increase our fu-| 


ture supply of scientists. 
Our nation cannot survive by | 


science alone. Even the democ- | 


racy on which our government 
is dependent stresses the need 
for balanced education. With- 
out the education of the major- 
ity of our people in many fields, 
our nation would fail as surely 
as if any hostile nation over- 
came us with advanced science 
and weapons. 


Clark DeLoach, 14, a ninth 
grader at Putnam County High 
School at Eatonton, writes that 
while science is becoming an im- 
portant field, we cannot devote 
the school program to it at the ex- 
pense of other subjects. 

In doing this, we would be 
neglecting students who have 
no intention of entering into 
any scientific field. The Rus- 
sians can offer more science be- 
cause they can force a student 
to enter the science field, while 
the United States cannot. 


One student who thinks there is 
room for more science in our 
schools is Benjamin Zellner of 
Culloden. . 

Many of us are disappointed 
that adding the 12th grade add- 
ed no new subtject matter, but 
demanded an additional year 
of our teen-age lives, he points 
out. I am not suggesting that 
classics be aban , but I be- 
lieve educators would find us 
capable of assimilating more 
technical subject matter if we 
could be relieved of require- 
ments that we study things that 
seem to us to be only “filler” 
courses with no real value in 
them.

The nimble Nash no doubt 
would have pirouetted from this 
point into a look at one of life’s 
major ironies — namely, how a 
virtue (goodheartedness) can, by 
its very excess, be a vice (bad 
manners).
